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Frosh  Plan  for 
Seat  on  Council 
Hits  Legal  Snag 

No  Official  Amendment  Was  Presented 
To  Students  at  Last  Mooting — Coun¬ 
cil  Today  May  Put  Legal  Stamp  on 
Proposal. 


The  freshman  proposal  '  that  tho 
first  yonr  class  in  the  Collego  bo  givon 
representation  by  a  class  representa¬ 
tive  on  tho  Student  Council  hit  a  pnr- 
lin'mcntnry  snag  last  week  but  indica¬ 
tions  forecast  an  ironing  out  of  tho 
difficulty  and  an  early  vote  on  a  pro¬ 
posal,  drawn  up“  according  to  Hoylo” 

According  to  tho  constitution  a  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  may  originate  in 
two  ways,  namely;  by  vote  of  tho  Stu¬ 
dent  Council,  or  by  one-third  initia¬ 
tive  vote  of  tho  Student  Association. 

At  the  meeting  of  tlio  Student  Asso¬ 
ciation  a  week  ago  tho  motion  to  give 
tho  freshmen  representation  was  car¬ 
ried.  But  an.  investigation  .  showod 
that  tlio  motion  was  not  in  tho  form 
of  a  propsed  amendmont  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  administration  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  had  no  proposed  amendment  to 
approve  or  reject. 

Bather  than  call  another  meeting  of 
the  Student  Association  to  initiate 
the  proposed  amendment  legally,  mem¬ 
bers  of  tlio  Student  Council  have  prac¬ 
tically  agreed  to  oxerciso  their  power 
of  proposing  tlio  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment.  This  will  be  a  legal  process  and 
the  Council  vote  will  bo  guided  by 
the  sentimentB  expressed  by  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  at  tho  last  meeting. 

The  Council  is  scheduled  to  meet 
this  morning  to  officially  propose  the 
amendment.  At  this  mooting  the  Coun¬ 
cil  expects  also  to  set  the  dato  for  the 
filial  voting  by  the  Student  Associ¬ 
ation.  A  two-thirds  majority  of  the 
membership  of  the  Association  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  carry  this  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  to  tho  constitution  which  would 
give  the  freshman  a  representative  on 
the  Student  Council.  Close  observers 
of  prevailing  opinion  among  tho  stu¬ 
dents  believe  the  freshmen  supporters 
will  bo  unable  to  muster  tho  necessary 
two-thirds  vote-

Lorado  Taft,  who  is  not  only  one  of 
America’s  foremost  sculptors,  but,  also, 
0110  of  tlio  nation ’s  most  delightful 
platform  spenkers,  will  bo  hero  Feb¬ 
ruary  17.  His  lectures  arc  givon  in 
terms  easily  understood  oven  by  a  child 
of  seven.

His  reperatoiro  includes  two  lectures, 
both  full  of  information  and  thorough¬ 
ly  illustrated  either  by  actual  proces¬ 
ses  of  modeling  or  by  tlio  storoptican. 

Tho  first  lecture  is  called  “A 
Glimpse  of  a  Sculptor’s  Studio,”  or 
“How  Studies  aro  Alade. ”  An  actual 
artist’s  studio  is  reproduced  on  the 
stage.  A  bust  is  built  up  from  life,  and 
tho  problems  of  features,  proportion 
and  expression  aro  shown.  The  trials 
and  perplexities  of  marble  cutting  are 
shown  along  with  many  other  interest¬ 
ing  experiences  of  a  sculptor.  Ho  il¬ 
lustrates  cnch  step  fully  by  tho  actual 
process- -upon  tho  stage. 

Tlio  second  lecture,  “American 
Sculptors  and  Sculpture,”  deals  with 
all  tho  inon  who  have  attained  any  de¬ 
gree  of  prominence  as  sculptors  In 
America.

Tho  Bearcats  again  assumed  their 
fighting  rnlo,  and  re-established  S.  T. 
O.  confidence  by  defeating  tho  Capo 
Girardoau  Indians  last  Thursday  night 
by  a  decisive  scoro  of  35  to  21. 

Tlio  Indians  expected  a  victory  and 
immediately  after  tlio  opening  whistlo 
scored  two  field  baskets  from  a  close 
range,  but  those  two  baskets  proved 
to  bo  tlio  only  onos  from  a  closo 
range  for  .Toy  and  Bloomfield  soon 
proosouted  that  stiff  secondary  de¬ 
fense  tlint  puzzled  tlio  K.  O.  A.  O. 
Blue  Diamonds,  mid  the  Hillvards 
front  St.  Joseph,  and  tho  Capo  Indians 
were  no  exception.  For  tho  rest  of 
tho  game  tho  Capo  five  depended  al¬ 
most  entirely  upon  long  shots  for  their 
counters. 

Tlio  final  scoro  docs  not  tell  tho 
true  story  for  most  of  tho  gamo  was 
a  close  battlo  and  especially  tho  first 
half  which  ended  in  a  scoro  of  12  to 
10  in  favor  of  tho  Bearcats.  In  tho 
beginning  of  tho  second  half  tlio  gams 
was  a  repetition  of  tho  first  period 
and  it  was  not  until  tlio  last  five 
minutes  of  the  gamo  that  tho  Bearcat 
aggregation  amassed  their  lead. 

In  tho  closing  period  of  tho  gamo, 
Burks,  the  flashing  Bearcat  forward 
had  his  day.  Ho  could  hit  tho  basket 
and  tlio  other  Bearcats  gave  him  hiB 
chance  by  feeding  him  tho  ball  for 
Alaryvillo  needed  tho  points  to  decide 
tho  winner.

Such  was  the  admonition  given  the, 
student  body  by  President  Lamkin 
last  week  regarding  the  vote  on  tho 
proposed  amendment  to  tho  constitu¬ 
tion. 

Although  it  won’t  add  much  weight 
wo  want  to  heartily  agree  with  Presi¬ 
dent  Lamkin.  But  wo  would  like  to 
extend  the  advice  to  every  pliaso  of 
Oollege  life  and  in  the  years  to  come 
A  trite  phrase  it  is  but  well  worth 
remembering — ‘‘Keep  your  temper,  no 
one  elso  wants  it.” 

A  merchant  in  Maryville  used  to 
keep  a  little  printed  card  over  his  desk 
which  read,  ‘  ‘  If  you  are  right  you  can 
afford  to  keep  your  temper;  if  you  are 
wrong  you  can’t  afford  to  lose  it.”  1 

SYNTHETIC  PERFECTION

CORNERSTONE  OF  DEMOCRACY 

I  beliove  that  family  life  including 
the  tender  and  affectionate  treatment 
by  the  man  of  his  wife  and  children  is 
tho  cornerstono  of  democracy.  Henco 
tho  so-called  civilization  of  Egypt,  Ju¬ 
dea,  Greece,  and  Romo  had  no  perman¬ 
ence  and  supply  no  useful  lessons  for 
tho  American  or  any  other  democracy. 

I  believe  that  the  need  of  domoerntio 
society  is  not  mere  schools  of  the  ox- 
isting  sort  but  different  niothods  of 
toncliing  and  much  more  attention  to 
tho  individual  pupil  and  to  the  train¬ 
ing  of  teachers  capablo  of  awakoning 
tho  interest  of  .ovory  pupil  in  .his  work 
and  of  making  him  active  during  every 
lesson.  In  democracy  the  public  schools 
should  ennblo  any  child  to  got  tho 
boat  training  -possible  up  to  any  year 
not  for  tho  humblest  dostinntions  only 
but  for  all  destinations.  This  country 
wants  tho  best  schools  for  tho  masses, 
not  for  tho  classes.  The  American  peo¬ 
ple  already  accept  as  ono  just  aim  for 
a  domoeracy  Napoloon’s  pliraso,  ‘‘Ev¬ 
ery  enroer  open  to  talent.”  .*  - 

The  urban  population  in  tlio '  United 
States  has  already  lonrnod'  that  city  j 
children  need  to  learn  in  thoir  schools 
aceurato  handwork  to  tench  thorn  pati¬ 
ence,  forethought,  and  good  judgement 
in  productive  lnbor,  qualities  which  tho 
childron  of  rural  communities  learn 
,  from  co-operating  in  -the  habitual  work 
of  father  and  mother.  Democratic  edu¬ 
cational  policy  should  press  toward  a 
murk  l  emote.  It  should  aim  nt  provid¬ 
ing  a  kind  of  toachor  much  nbove  tlio 
elementary  or  secondary  school  toach¬ 
or  of  the  present  day  aiul  tho  oxpondi- 
turo  on  its  schools  of  much  larger  sums 
than  is  at  all  customary  as  yot.  It  is 
one  of  tho  muin  advantages  of  fluout 
and  mobile  democratic  society  that  it 
is  moro  likely  than  any  othor  socioty 
to  secure  tho  fruition  of  individual  ca¬ 
pacities; 

The  democratic  school  should  be  a 
vehicle  of  daily  enjoment  for  Us  pupils, 
and  the  teacher  should  be  to  the  child 
a  minister  of  joy,  It  should  be  a  recog¬ 
nized  function  of  the  democratic  school 
to  teach  the  children  and  their  parents 
how  to  use  all  accessible  means  of  in- 
noesht  enjoyment, '•  Finally,  (lie  child- 
ren  in  a  true  democracy  should  learn 
in  their  schools  fidelity  to  «U  forms 
of  dntjr  which  deaaad  eourags,  self- 
denial,  nnd  loyal  devotion  to  the  demo¬ 
cratic  ideal*  of  freedom,  servieeaWe- 
uems  tolerance,  public  juetlee,  aad  pub¬ 


lic  joyfulness.  They  should  loam  to 
ndmij-o  and  respect  persons  of  this 
sort  and  to  support  thorn  oil  occasion  in 
preference  to  the  Ignoblo. — Charles  W. 
Eliot. 

CLEANING  UP  A  OOLLEGE 

I  believe  that  education,  especially 
in  tlio  small  Christian  college,  .  .  .  has 
a  duty  of  reclamation;  that  it  should 
neglect  no  opportunity  to  savo  a  boy  or 
girl  from  folly;  and  that  often  a  littlo 
patience  will  make  good  men  and  wo- 
moil  out  of  mighty  questionable  mater¬ 
ial.  On  tho  other  hand,  I  beliovo  that 
tho  time  has  como  to  coaso  tolorating 
some  of  tho  things  wo  nro  tolerating 
in  American  colleges  nnd  universities. 
If  college  students  persist  in  breaking 
tlio  laws  of  tlio  land,  if  they  persist  in 
gambling,  in  breaking  collcgo  rules,  and 
in  other  evil  practices,  they  should  bo 
dismissed  from  our  campuses. 

The  coilogo  has  a  duty  to  them,  per¬ 
haps  it  has  a  duty  also  to  tiioso  others 
upon  whom  their  influence  is  not  good 
and  with  whose  progress  they  aro  in¬ 
terfering.  Furthermore,  education  is 
too  expensive  to  pormit  wasted  energies 
and  wasted  resources.  Furthermore,  wo 
have  educated  too  many  men  and  wo¬ 
men  with  warped  moral  conceptions 
nnd  turned  them  out  in  the  world  with 
degrees  and  tlio  mark  of  tho  approval 
of  higher  education  upon  them.  Lastly, 
if  the  institutions  of  higher  learning 
do  not  take  a  decided  stand  against 
violations  of  the  law  of  the  land  and 
tho  laws  of  decency,  by  tho  ‘‘cream  of 
the  earth,”  where  shall  wo  look  for- 
a  check,  nnd  what  shall  we  liopo  for 
tho  future? 

And  I  also  believe  that  if  faculties 
and  administrations,  both  in  endowed 
and  in  public  institutions,  would  mako 
an  effort  to  rid  their  institutions  of 
the  moral  degenerates,  destructive  ag¬ 
itators,  nnd  social  parasites  who  mas¬ 
querade  under  the  guise  of  students, 
regardless  of  whether  they  have  money 
and  position  or  not,  regardless  of 
whether  their  friends  or  parents  may 
or  may  not  give  to  tho  next  endowment 
campaign,  and  regardless  of  tho  fact 
that  any  school  has  enough  enemies 
without  increasing  the  list,  those  same 
faculties  and  administrators  would  find  | 
tho  best  students  right  behind  them. 
Our  schools  would  bo  more  wholesome 
places  for  youiig  peoplo  to  live  in. 
There  would  be  fewer  casualties  and 
■  fewer  disappointed  parents.  Higher  ed¬ 
ucation  would  accomplish  more.  Tho 
standard  of  tlio  collegcbred  would  be 
raised.  There  would  be  greater  respect 
for  law.  Scholarship  would  be  higher 
and  more  highly  regarded.  Athletics 
would  be'  cleaner  and  more  valuable. 
Tho  future  of  the  nation  would  be 
more  secure. — Herman  Sweet,  in  Tho 
Educational  Review.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I.  NAME:  . 

Section  1.  Tlio  name  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  shall  bo  Tho  Missouri  Stato  High 
School  Athletic  Association. 

Article  II.-  PURPOSE: 

Section  1.  Tho  purpose  of  this  or¬ 
ganization  shall  be: 

(a)  To  promoto  sportmanship 
in  teams  and  spectators. 

(b)  To  standardize  eligibility 
requirements. 

(c)  To  protect  the  interests  of 
mombers  of  tho  Association. 

(d)  To  promoto  as  well  as  gov¬ 
ern  contests  between  schools. 

Article  HI.  MEMBERSHIP: 

Section  1.  Tlio  membership  of  this 
Association  shall  bo  made  of  such  Mis¬ 
souri  schools  of  secondary  rank,  rec- 
ognizod  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Schools  of  Missouri  or  by  the 
State  University  of  Missouri,-  as  make 
payment  of  annual  fee  to  the  Stato  As¬ 
sociation  and  certify  their  intention  to 
bo  governed  by  the  Constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  No  school  of  the  Asaocia¬ 
tion  may  compete  in  athletic  contests 
with  any  school  of  secondary  rank  that 
is  not  a  member  of  tho  Association  or 
like  Association  or  with  a  school  that 
is  suspended  from  the  Association.

LORADO  TAFT  TO  GIVE 

ART  TALK  ON  FEBRUARY  17 

(Continued  from  pago  ono) 

when  he  wns  given  an  opportunity  to 
assist  in  repairing  a  number  of  plnstor 
casts  that  hail  boon  badly  damaged  in 
shipment.  When  lie  wns  graduatoil 
from  Illinois  at  the  ago  of  nineteen  I10 
went  to  Paris  to  study.  On  liis  rotnrn 
homo  ho  opened  liis  studio  in  Chicago, 
liis  great  opportunity  to  mako  good 
came  when  ho  received  tho  commission 
for  the  sculptural  decoration  on  the 
Horticultural  Building,  tho  important 
part  of  which  consisted  of  two  groups. 
Tho  Sloop  of  tho  Flowers,  nnd  the 
Awakening  of  Tho  Flowers. 

Among  Mr.  'Taft’s  most  noted 
seulptiring  nro  the  monuments,  Gener¬ 
al  Washington  and  Columbus,  the  Fer¬ 
guson  Fountain  of  tlio  Groat  Lakes, 
Tho  Fountain  of  Time  and  the  $500,- 
000  war  memorial  nt  Omaha.  At  pres¬ 
ent  ho  is  at  work  on  nn  heroic  sized 
Lincoln  to  bo  in  Urbana,  Illinois. 

In  his  famous  Midway  Studios,  Mr. 
Taft  has  gathered  around  him  not  only 
several  distinguished  sculptors  but  al¬ 
so  men  and  women,  whose  talents  or 
inclinations  toward  sculpture  interest¬ 
ed  him,  and  has  given  them  tho  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  working  in  the  studio  atmos¬ 
phere.  Iii  this  respect  liis  studios  re¬ 
mind  one  of  the  apprentices  in  tho 
studios  of  tlio  old  Italian  masters. 

Mr.  Taft’s  ideal  is  to  “humanizo” 
art,  to  have  its  beauties  more  univer¬ 
sally  understood.  IIo  lias  said: 

“Industry,  commerce,  sanitation, 
education,  nil  are  necessities,  but  iii 
11  great  measure  they  are  only  means 
toward  nn  eiitl.  Tlio  one  thing  which 


explains  human  life  is  .  Art,  tho  be¬ 
quest  of  th q'.  generations.  ‘All  passes; 
art  nlono  remains.’  Lovingly  crcatod, 
it  is  transmitted  liko  a  prized  heir¬ 
loom,  enriching  and  inspiring  its 
possessors.  , 

“Tlio  average  American  is  blind  to 
tho  beauty  which  surrounds  him;  tho 
heir  of  the  nges,  lie  is  oblivions  to  his 
heritage.  I  think  of  those  pnssionato 
words,  ‘Tlio  eternal  court  is  opon  unto 
you  with  its  society,  wido  ns  tho

Mr.'  Loomis  hns  boon  giving  tho 
Termhn  Mental  Ability  Tost  through¬ 
out  tho  Maryville  High  School  to  about 
throe  hundred  and  fifty  students. 
This  tost  is  to  determino  wlmt  should 
bo  oxpeetod  from  each  student  in  his 
work.  It  has  boon  ifo'und  that  tho 
pupils  vary  in  capacity.  Thoso,  who 
have  a  larger  capacity  to  do  work, 
aro  often  permitted  by  their  teach¬ 
ers  to  loaf  and  do  inferior  work,  in 
fact,  there  is  more  loss  to  tho  com¬ 
munity  from  failuro  to  provide  addi¬ 
tional  work  fpr  superior  students, 
than  from  any  other  source  in  school. 

Our  schools  iiro  really  run  for  tho 
mediocre  student  and  thoso  who  aro 
slow  rccoivo  more  help  from  tho  teach¬ 
ers  than  thoso  who  have  exceptional 
ability. 

A  research  student  in  Columbia! 
Univorsity  in  giving  a  tost  diseovorod 
a  pupil  with  tin  I.  Q.  of  178.  This  lad 
had  exceptional  ability  but  his  'teacher 
lmd  not  noticod  anything' exceptional 
about  him.  Tho  boy  was  ton' years  old 
and  in  tho  fifth  grndo  and  was  dis¬ 
covered  to  have  had  ability  equalod  to 
a  sovonteon  year  old  studont.  Tho 
teacher  was  having. him  do  fifth  grade 
work.  Tho  roseureli  studont  found  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  his  regular  work  tho  pupil 
had  learned  French,  Latin,  Spanish, 
wns  beginning  Greek  and  Hebrew;  had 
finished  algobra  and  boginning  goom- 
otry  and  otlior  high  school  subjocts 
of  like  rank.  IIo  lmd  pickod  these  up 
from  toxt  books  that  lmd  fallon  in¬ 
to  his  hands.  / 

Whilo  wo  do.  not  oxpoct  to  find  n 
genius,  wo  do  oxpoct  to  find  tho  neod 
of  supplying  additional  work  for 
those  of '  greater  ability,  Mr.  Loomis 
said  in  commenting  on  those  tests.

These 
rules  wore  drafted  by  the  committed  of 
which  Miss  Dykes  is  the  chairman. 

1 —  No  person  who  lms;  won  first  J 
place  in  any  contest  is  eligible  to  enter 
the  samp  contest. 

2 —  No  person  shall  appear  in  more 
than  ono  event  ,  the  same  evening,  nor 
in  moro  than  two  events  the  same  year. 

3 —  Tho  Committee  on  Literary  Organ¬ 
izations,  tlir'co  representatives  from  tho 
various  literary  organizations,  and  t.lio 
Bronzo  Letter  Club,  shall  liavo  clmrgo 
of  general  arrangements,  which  shall 
include  publicity;  selecting  of  judges; 
selecting  of  questions  for  dobntc,  ex¬ 
temporaneous  speaking,  and  essay;  and 
such  other  arrangements  as  arc  not 
otherwise  provided  for. 

4 —  The  judges  shall  give  independent 
scorings  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
counsel  together  in  making  up  tho 
judgment. 

5 —  Three  judges  shall  act  in  eacli 
contest  unless  otherwise  directed,  in 
rules  for  a  special  contest. 

6 —  The  winners  shall  be  declared  as 
follows: 

Debate:  The  side  having  tho  highest 
numerical  score;  ' 

Oration,  declamation,  extemporaneous 
speaking,  sight-reading,  essay:  Tho 
individual  having  tho  highest 
score; 

Music:  The  individual  or  group  hav¬ 
ing  the  highest  score. 

7 —  First  and  second  places  shnll  be 
announced  when  more  than  two  socie¬ 
ties  are  competing. 

8 —  The  society  winning  tho  greatest 
number  of  first  places  shall  be  declared 
the  winner  of  the  contest- 

9 —  Every  contestant  must  bo  a  regu¬ 
lar  enrolled  student  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teacher’s  College  at  the 
timo  his  work  is  submitted  for  final 
decision. 

RULES  For  INDIVIDUAL  CONTESTS 
DEBATE 

1 —  Each  society  shall  choose  from 
its  membership  two  debating  toams  of 
two  people,  each.  The  debntors  may  bo 
chosen  by  “try-outs”  or  in  any  manner 
the  society  shall  direct. 

2—  Tho  time  for  eacli  speaker  in  tlio 
final  contest  shall  bo  12  minutes.  One 
speaker  from  each  side  will  bo  given  5 
minuteos  for  rebuttal.  Tlio  affirmative 
shall  have  tho  last  speech. 

3 —  Eacli  speaker  who  is  to  appear  in 
the  final  contest  must  submit  liis  briof 
to  some  member  of  tho  faculty  for 
careful  criticism  ami  for  suggestions. 
At  least  fivo  days  beforo-ho  is  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  tlio  contest  ho  must  deliver  his 
argument  boforo  some,  member  "of  the 
faculty  for  criticism  and  correction. 

4 —  Tho  speakers  shnll  be  marked  by 
tlio  judges  according  to  tlio.  following 
scale:

George  VanHouton,  Noted  Traveler, 
Gives  Interesting  Lecture  ,  Before 
Social  Science  Students  liast  Week. 

Mr.  Georgo  VanHouton,  noted  Iowan, 
world  travolor,  and  lecturor,  spoko  to 
the  Social  Science  Club  last  weok  on 
“Social  Customs  of  Cliinu  and  Japan” 
In  his  lccturo  ho  stutod.  “Japan  is 
a  growing  world  power,  llor  people 
are  alivo  and  ontorprisiag.  Although 
the  Chinoso  and  tho  Japunoso  resemble 
each  other  in  pliyeicul.  appearance#, 
they  differ  geratly  in  mental  char¬ 
acteristics.  The  Chinese  are  extreme¬ 
ly  .  conservative,  being  worshippers  of 
an  aucieut  civilisation.

Air.  Wilson — “By  making  a  small 
pnrk  out  of  a  part  of  tho  Franklin 
school  playground  or  placing  some 
good  comfortable  scats  tlioro  whero 
one  may  rest  on  a  hot  summer  night.” 

Clco  Wyman — “Why  doesn’t  the 
administration  givo  the  men  of  the 
collego  a  rest  room  in  tho  nministra- 
tion  building?” 

David  Nicholson — “This  community 
should  improve  its  recreation  facilities 
by  oxtending  its  library  scrvico,  by 
providing  a  supervised  playground, 
and  instead  of  turning  over  tho  con¬ 
trol  of  amusements  to  private  concerns, 
the  city  of  Alaryvillc  should  operate 
its  own  municipal  theatre.” 

Ilelon  Miller — .“Recreation  facili¬ 
ties  could  be  improved  by  a  browsing 
room  in  tlio  college,  hockey  club  for 
girls,  college  hiking  club,  cement  ten¬ 
nis  courts,  about  thirty-six  in  number, 
so  fixed  that  they  could  bo  flooded 
for  skating  in  winter,  stable  or  rid¬ 
ing  horses  and  'subsequent  riding 
club,  allow  young'-mon  ns  well  ns  young 
women  free  access  to  tho  rocreation 
parlors,  moro  spontaneity  and  less 
thwarting,  and  a  public  park  for  child¬ 
ren  with  competent  park  direction.” 

Loreuo  Bruckner — “The  Collego  is 
doing  something  along  tho  recreation 
lino  for  students,  but  not  enough.  Tak¬ 
ing  up  tho  physical  education  side  of 
it,  the  College  does  not  hnvo  endugli 
recreation  facilities  to  benefit  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  students.  Just  the  few  get 
to  participate  •  in  athletics.  In  tho 
spring,  summer  and  fall  the  College 
could  help  moro  by  making  a  minnmum 
of  four  or  five  tennis  courts  whereby 
moro  students  could  bo  accomodated. 
Supervised  rocreation  hours  ono  or 
two  nights  a  week  would  help  n  great 
deal.  The  college  can  do  moro  for  the 
recreation  of  tho  College  than  tho 
city  of  Alaryvillo  along  physical  ac¬ 
tivity  lines,” 

Gordon  Boach — “Nothing!  By  that 
I  mean  that  the  city  and  school 
should  pursuo  a  laissez-faire  policy  to¬ 
wards  student  recreation.  It  is  my  be¬ 
lief  that  wo  aro  mature  onough  to 
provido  our  own  recreation  and  to 
provide  it  in  a  form  and  manner  be¬ 
fitting  our  position  as  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  as  Christians.  Wo 
might  have  some  (playground  equip¬ 
ment.” 

Doan  Barnard— “I  believe  that 
nothing  would  bo  moro  beneficial  to 
student  rocreation  than  botli  munici¬ 
pal  and  college  tennis  courts.  Tennis 
is  a  clean  wliolesomo  sport  and  stu¬ 
dents  should  have  ovory-  opportunity 
available  to  play  tonnis.
